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To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban 
District  Council  of  Carlton. 


Gentlemen, 

In  this,  my  Twenty-Second  Annual  Report,  dealing 
with  the  year  1904,  I shall  have  to  write  respecting  one 
subject,  which,  until  the  previous  year,  has  happily  but 
rarely  required  any  special  attention,  but  which  during 
the  year  just  terminated,  particularly  the  first  half  there- 
of, caused  us  much  anxiety,  trouble,  and,  I may  add, 
extra  work  and  expense.  The  outbreak  of  Small-pox 
to  which  I refer,  was  almost  entirely  a new  experience, 
but,  I am  pleased  to  say,  that  your  efforts  to  minimize 
its  effects  were  successful,  although  you  went  the  length 
of  incurring  the  rather  adverse  criticism  of  the  “higher 
powers  ” with  regard  to  the  expenditure  involved  by  the 
steps  taken.  I think  your  action  was,  at  least,  morally 
correct  if  not  strictly  legal. 

Another  matter  which  has  troubled  us  for  some  time 
has  been  that  of  Diphtheria,  but  I am  glad  to  say  that 
there  has  been  a marked  decline  in  the  number  of  those 
attacked  during  the  last  few  months  ; closer  attention  to 
the  defective  surface  water  drainage  system  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  district  has  probably  contributed  greatly  to 
this  improvement. 
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Special  reports  anent  these  two  diseases  have  been 
forwarded  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the 
County  Council  as  well  as  the  District  Council. 

I have  so  frequently,  in  former  reports,  described  the 
general  features  of  the  district  that  a repetition  is  scarcely 
necessary,  suffice  it  to  say  that  one  part  which,  hitherto, 
has  been  devoid  of  proper  drainage  and  sewerage  will 
soon  be  free  from  such  reproach,  as  works  to  remedy  the 
evil  are  now  in  active  progress. 

The  throwing  open  and  making  of  the  low  road  to 
Nottingham  via  Colwick  has  been  a long  looked  for  and 
desirable  improvement,  and  has  greatly  reduced  the 
traffic  which  was  compelled  to  traverse  Carlton  Hill,  and 
which,  apart  from  other  considerations,  was  bad  for  so 
many  horses  drawing  heavy  loads  betw^een  Nottingham 
and  this  district. 

A Steam  Disinfector,  which  would  be  so  very  useful 
to  combat  infectious  diseases,  has  not  yet  been  provided, 
but  I hope  a suitable  one  will  very  soon  be  procured,  and 
in  use  when  required. 

Recreation  Grounds  are  needed  in  this  district  to 
draw  children  from  the  streets  and  provide  them  with 
healthy  spaces  for  their  amusements.  Convenient  sites 
for  such  may  not  in  course  of  time  be  procurable  except 
at  enormous  cost.  As  the  population  increases,  such  open 
spaces  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  whole  community, 
being  well  described  as  “lungs”  to  a crowded  neigh- 
bourhood. Fresh  air  is  as  necessary  as  pure  water  and 
efficient  drainage  for  the  well-being  of  the  inhabitants. 
Any  effort  made  by  the  Council  in  this  direction  would 
doubtless  be  helped  by  voluntary  contributions. 
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A Refuse  Destructor  would  be  very  useful,  and, 
although  costly,  might  be  so  constructed  as  to  reduce  ex- 
penditure in  other  ways,  as  at  West  Bridgford,  where, 
according  to  the  Medical  Officer’s  report  last  year,  “ The 
steam  generated  by  the  destruction  of  the  parish  refuse 
by  burning  is  sufficient  to  drive  the  whole  pumping 
machinery  at  the  Sewage  Farm,  as  well  as  light  the 
whole  depot  by  electricity,  while  the  saving  in  coal  alone 
will  be  £iio  per  year. 

Of  course  all  such  improvements  are  more  or  less 
costly  and  require  grave  consideration,  as  it  is  so 
necessary  to  jealously  guard  expenditure  ; at  the  same 
time  they  are  needful  to  procure  a thoroughly  healthy 
condition  and  in  order  to  maintain  and,  if  possible,  lessen 
the  present  low  death  rate. 

One  of  the  necessary  reforms  is  that  of  the  pail 
system.  Filth  diseases,  such  as  Diphtheria,  Typhoid 
Fever  and  Diarrhoea,  are,  under  favourable  climatic 
conditions,  likely  to  be  more  or  less  present  with  us  as 
long  as  such  system  is  in  vogue,  and,  in  my  opinion,  it 
should  be  remedied  at  almost  any  cost.  It  is  bad  to  have 
accumulations  of  excreta,  etc.,  at  ones  back  door  for  a 
week  at  a time,  but  more  serious  still  to  leave  pails 
returned  uncleansed  and  which  may  have  adhering  to 
them  matter  loaded  with  disease  germs. 

An  Isolation  Hospital  for  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  is  also  required  ; perhaps  the  County  Council 
might  help  to  devise  some  scheme  of  grouping  the 
districts  for  the  acquisition  of  such  Hospitals. 

The  Free  Library  which,  owing  to  the  munificence  of 
Mr.  Carnegie,  is  about  to  be  erected,  will  doubtless  be 
greatly  appreciated. 
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POPULATION. 

Mr.  Peck,  the  District  Rate  Collector,  has  been  good 
enough  to  give  me  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses 
occupied  at  Midsummer,  1904,  as  follows  : Carlton  1340, 
Netherfield  1282,  Porchester  Estate  133,  Thorneywood 
Estate  74,  and  Carnarvon  Estate  26.  The  increases  of 
occupied  houses  on  the  previous  year  were  : Carlton  80, 
Netherfield  50,  Porchester  Estate  43,  and  Thorneywood 
Estate  8,  whilst  the  Carnarvon  Estate  remained  as  before. 
The  Carlton  Ward,  which  includes  Porchester,  Thorney- 
wood and  Carnarvon  Estates  had  a total  of  1,573  occupied 
houses.  Taking  the  average  per  house  as  given  at  the 
1901  census,  viz.,  4'5  for  Carlton  and  4*8  for  Netherfield, 
we  get  a population  for  Carlton  of  7,078  and  Netherfield, 
6,153,  the  total  for  the  whole  district  being  13,231. 
These  figures,  compared  with  the  estimated  populations 
of  the  preceding  year,  give  for  the  whole  district  an 
increase  of  829,  for  Carlton  589  and  Netherfield  240. 
The  average  population  of  the  whole  district  for  the 
previous  10  years  was  9,418,  for  Carlton  5,199  and 
Netherfield  4,219.  At  the  present  time  there  are  a large 
number  of  unoccupied  houses  in  Netherfield,  due,  I believe, 
to  the  removal  of  tenants  from  old  into  newer  houses, 
the  building  of  which  has  been  extensive  of  late  years. 
As  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  of  births  and  deaths, 
the  natural  increase,  that  is  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
has  been  greater  in  Netherfield  than  in  Carlton  ; in  the 
latter  division,  the  rates  ot  infantile  and  senile  mortality 
have  generally  exceeded  those  of  the  former.  The 
Porchester  Estate  has  been  developed  very  much  of  late 
through  the  introduction  of  electric  tramways  in  its 
vicinity,  and  the  population  in  that  district  is  likely  to 
increase  somewhat  rapidly. 
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BIRTHS. 

There  were  405  births  in  the  whole  district,  203  males 
and  202  females.  In  Carlton  there  were  209  births,  99 
males  and  no  females  ; and  in  Netherfield  196,  of  which 
104  were  males  and  92  females  ; so  that  in  Carlton  the 
females  were  ii  more  than  the  males,  whilst  in  Nether- 
field  there  were  12  more  males  than  females.  The  averag’e 
number  of  births  during  the  previous  10  years  was  296. 
D uring  the  year  just  ended  there  were  36  more  births 
than  in  1903,  and  109  more  than  the  average  of  the  pre- 
ceding 10  years.  The  birth  rates  were  30’6i  for  the 
whole  district,  29 ’52  Carlton  and  31 ’85  Netherfield.  The 
birth  rate  was  about  i per  1,000  less  than  the  average  of 
the  previous  10  years.  In  1904  the  birth  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  27*9.  There  were  14  illegitimate  births, 
10  in  Carlton  and  4 in  Netherfield.  In  1903  there  were 
15  illegitimate  births,  ii  in  Carlton  and  4 in  Netherfield  ; 
and  in  1902  there  were  20  such  births,  13  in  Carlton  and 
7 in  Netherfield. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  153  registered  deaths,  including  those 
which  occurred  in  public  institutions  beyond  the  district, 
viz.: — Nottingham  General  Hospital,  Basford  Workhouse, 
and  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Radcliffe.  The  total 
death  rate  was  1 1 *56,  that  of  those  who  actually  died  in  the 
district  being  io’8.  The  average  death  rate  for  the 
previous  10  years  was  i3*74)  year  1903  it  was 

9*19  only.  Of  Carlton  residents  there  were  ’96  and 
Netherfield  57  deaths ; the  death  rate  of  the  former 
having  been  i3’56)  and  the  latter  9’26.  In  1903  the 
death  rate  for  Carlton  was  12*02,  and  Netherfield  6*09; 
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but  previous  to  this  year  (1904)  the  number  of  deaths  of 
residents  in  institutions  outside  the  district  had  not  been 
procured  and  taken  into  account.  There  were  5 uncerti- 
fied deaths,  4 in  Carlton  and  i in  Netherfield  ; and  5 due 
to  accidents,  4 in  Carlton  and  i in  Netherfield.  There 
were  27  deaths  of  residents  over  60  years  of  age,  of 
which  Carlton  claimed  21  and  Netherfield  6.  The  death 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1904  was  i6’2. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  56  deaths  of  infants  under  i year  of  age, 
33  in  Carlton  and  23  in  Netherfield.  The  rate  per  1,000 
births  registered  was  138,  that  is  to  say,  that  if  1,000 
births  had  been  registered,  138  of  these  little  ones  would 
not  have  reached  one  year  of  age.  The  average  rate  for 
the  previous  10  years  was  148.  In  1903  the  rate  was 
only  1 19  per  1,000  births.  Pneumonia  and  premature 
births  appear  to  have  been  the  chief  cause  of  this  unsatis- 
lactory  increase  of  such  deaths  in  1904  on  those  of  1903. 
The  average  number  of  deaths  under  i year  of  age  per 
1,000  births  in  Carlton  was  158,  and  in  Netherfield  118 
rn  1904  ; so  that  as  of  the  aged,  the  deaths  of  the  very 
young  in  Carlton  are  much  in  excess  of  the  same  in 
Netherfield.  It  is,  however,  satisfactory  to  note  that  the 
increased  number  of  these  deaths  has  not  been  due  to 
Diarrhoea,  the  prevalence  of  which  is  often  due  to  in- 
sanitary conditions  and  improper  feeding.  In  1904, 
notwithstanding  the  hot  summer  and  increase  of  popula- 
tion, the  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  i year  of 
age  from  Diarrhoea  was  6,  whilst  in  1903,  with  a cool 
summer,  it  was  5. 
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DEATHS  FROM  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

There  were  21  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases,  with 
a zymotic  death  rate  of  1*5  per  1,000.  This  is  slightly 
higher  than  that  of  1903,  which  was  1*2.  The  increases 
of  such  deaths  in  1904  over  1903  were:  Small-pox  i. 
Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  i.  Croup  2,  and 
Diarrhoea  4 ; and  the  decreases  : Whooping  Cough  2, 
and  Enteric  Fever  i.  The  causes  and  distribution  of  these 
deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  were  as  follows  : Small- 
pox, I in  Carlton  ; Measles,  i in  Carlton  ; Scarlet  Fever, 
I in  Netherfield ; Whooping  Cough,  2 in  Carlton ; 
Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  i in  Carlton  and 
3 in  Netherfield  ; Croup,  2 in  Netherfield  ; Enteric  Fever, 
I in  Carlton  ; and  Diarrhoea,  5 in  Carlton  and  4 in 
Netherfield.  The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  Carlton  was  1*5 
and  Netherfield  1*6 — practically  about  the  same  in  each 
division. 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  144  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases 
received,  69  relating  to  Carlton  and  75  to  Netherfield. 

Small-pox. — There  were  28  cases  of  Small-pox, 
15  in  Carlton  and  13  in  Netherfield  ; of  these,  13  from 
each  division  were  removed  to  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at 
Hucknall  Torkard,  which  receives  cases  from  5 districts, 
including  Carlton.  The  2 cases  not  removed  were  an 
unvaccinated  infant  brought  from  Arley,  where  Small-pox 
was  prevalent,  whose  spots  were  fading  when  discovered, 
and  an  old  lady  in  the  same  house,  who  was  too  seriously 
ill  to  be  removed,  the  latter  being  the  only  fatal  case  and 
making  the  case  fatality  3*5  per  cent.  The  first  case,  on 
February  12th,  was  that  of  an  engine-driver  in  Netherfield, 
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who  had  been  working’  for  5 days,  from  the  i8th  to  23rd 
of  January,  at  Bestwood,  close  to  the  Nottingham  Small- 
pox Hospital  ; this  case  was  mentioned  at  a trial-takingf 
place  in  London  in  connection  with  this  same  hospital. 
As  special  reports  concerning  the  Small-pox  outbreak,  up 
to  April  26th,  were  presented  by  myself  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  Notts.  County  Council  and  your- 
selves, I need  not  here  furnish  details  up  to  that  date. 
On  April  25th,  an  unvaccinated  child,  living  in  a house 
close  to  which  other  cases  had  occurred  in  Dunstan  Street, 
was  removed  to  the  Small-Pox  Hospital.  The  next  cases 
were  the  child  from  Arley  and  the  old  lady  previously 
referred  to,  and  a man  also  from  the  same  house,  notified 
on  April  27th,  28th  and  30th  respectively  ; the  man  was 
removed  to  the  Small-pox  Hospital,  the  child  had  been 
in  an  infectious  state  some  time  before  it  was  discovered. 
During  May,  all  the  members  of  a family,  numbering  6, 
occupying  a house  and  shop,  were  removed  to  the 
Hospital,  the  shop  being  closed  and  the  premises 
thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleansed  during  their  absence. 
Of  this  family,  the  first  attacked  was  a young  man  who, 
probably,  was  infected  at  his  place  of  business  in 
Nottingham,  where  Small-pox  had  appeared.  The  next 
and  last  case  was  that  of  a young  woman  who  was 
attacked  in  July  ; she  had  been  working  at  a warehouse 
in  Nottingham  where  the  disease  had  occurred.  With 
regard  to  preventive  measures,  the  same  plan  was 
adopted  as  practised  in  Nottingham,  and,  I think, 
considering  the  intimate  connection,  both  in  trade  and 
position,  of  this  district  and  the  city,  no  less  active  and 
thorough  steps  could  be  quite  satisfactory.  If  food  were 


not  provided  by  the  District  Council  in  some  instances 
g’reat  hardship  would  be  entailed,  inasmuch,  as  employers 
naturally  object  to  give  employment  to  suspects  or 
contacts,  and  fellow-employees  also  object  to  work  with 
the  same.  Some  employers  make  certain  payments  to 
their  work  people  during  their  enforced  absence  from 
work,  as  contacts  or  attacked,  and  such  is  taken  into 
consideration  when  the  Council  lend  a helping  hand,  but 
this  custom  is  not  general,  and  the  Poor  Law  Guardians, 
except  in  rare  instances,  refuse  to  deal  with  the  cases. 
Briefly,  what  is  done  when  a case  of  Small-pox  occurs  is: 
ist — Removal  of  patient  to  Small-pox  Hospital.  2nd — 
Vaccination  and  re-vaccination  where  necessary  and  if 
allowed.  3rd — Disinfection  of  house,  etc.,  by  fumigation. 
4th — Arrangements  made  for  occupiers  to  remain  in  the 
house  and  its  precincts  under  observation  for  at  least  14 
days,  food  and  fuel  being  supplied  by  the  Council.  All 
other  contacts  are  kept  under  observation  and  vaccination 
and  re-vaccination  recommended.  If  any  of  these  work 
or  reside  in  other  districts,  the  Medical  Officers  of  such 
districts  are  at  once  informed. 

Tramps  having  so  frequently  proved  to  be  the  cause 
of  the  introduction  of  this  disease  into  different  localities, 
resulting  in  endless  expense  and  distress,  and  being 
largely  supported  out  of  the  rates  and  the  benevolence  of 
their  fellow-creatures,  it  seems  only  fair  that  the  public 
should  be  protected  by  compulsory  re-vaccination  of  these 
unwelcome  visitors  when  needful. 

Scarlet  Fever. — During  the  year  42  cases  were 
notified,  13  in  Carlton  and  29  in  Netherfield  ; 26  of  these 
were  of  school  age.  There  was  one  death,  making  a 
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case  fatality  of  2*4  per  cent.  None  of  the  cases  were 
removed  to  an  Isolation  Hospital,  in  fact  no  such 
hospital  was  available,  inasmuch  as  the  only  one  at 
Basford,  to  which,  previously,  cases  could  be  sent,  was 
reserved  entirely  for  Small-pox.  As  before  mentioned,  a 
disinfector  for  effectually  disinfecting’  bedding,  &c.,  is 
needed  for  this  district.  In  1903  there  were  51  notifica- 
tions of  this  disease. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. — There 
were  27  notifications  of  these  diseases,  24  of  Diphtheria 
and  3 of  Membranous  Croup.  In  Carlton  there  were  ii 
cases  of  Diphtheria  and  3 of  Membranous  Croup,  and  in 
Netherfield  13  cases  of  Diphtheria.  I wrote  a special 
report  concerning  these  diseases,  in  which  I referred  to 
the  condition  of  certain  surface  water  drains,  and 
attention  has  been  paid  to  them  with  benefit.  These 
surface  water  drains  frequently  receive  sewage  matter 
through  people’s  carelessness  and  become  very  foul, 
especially  in  the  absence  of  rain,  and  where  the  gradients 
are  slight  ; and  in  Netherfield,  after  heavy  rains,  backing 
up  takes  place.  Chronologically  these  cases  occurred  as 
follows  : January,  2 ; February,  6 ; March,  7 ; April,  2 ; 
May,  2 ; July,  2 ; August,  i;  September,  3;  October,  i; 
and  November,  i ; so  that  in  February  and  March  there 
were  no  less  than  13,  or  nearly  half  of  the  whole  number. 
The  cold  weather  of  the  winter  1903-04  may  have  had 
a lowering  effect  on  the  young  people,  and  rendered  them 
more  susceptible  in  these  two  months,  but,  of  course, 
other  primary  factors  have  been  at  work.  This  disease 
is  propagated  by  unsanitary  conditions,  including 
defective  drainage  and  filth  accumulations,  and  also 


infected  milk  and  water.  Of  the  cases,  8 were  of 
children  between  i and  5 years  of  ag'e,  and  15  between 
5 and  15.  There  were  4 deaths,  i in  Carlton  and  3 in 
Netherfield  ; and  the  case  fatality  was  nearly  15  per  cent. 
In  1903  there  were  52  cases  of  these  diseases  notified, 
with  3 deaths.  In  North  Western  Terrace,  where  a fatal 

case  occurred,  I found  the  outside  gulley  was  enclosed  in 
an  unventilated  shed  ; this  was  subsequently  remedied. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  3 
cases,  all  in  Carlton,  with  i death.  Two  of  the  cases 
were  in  May  and  August,  on  the  Porchester  Estate, 
where  cesspits  are  in  use  ; these  will  be  abolished  when 
the  new  sewer  now  being  constructed  is  completed.  The 
other,  a fatal  case,  was  on  Carlton  Hill,  in  September, 
no  sanitary  defect  was  found  ; the  patient,  an  adult, 
may  have  contracted  her  illness  elsewhere.  The  first 
case  on  the  Porchester  Estate  was  that  of  a child  who 
attended  St.  Jude’s  School,  the  parents  asserting  that  the 
closets  there  were  offensive,  and  consequently  the  Not- 
tingham Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  communicated 
with  regarding  this.  In  1903  there  were  5 cases  and  2 
fatalities. 

As  it  has  been  asserted  by  competent  observers  that 
flies  and  dust  do  convey  the  germs  of  this  disease  to 
food,  and  that  in  such  way  Enteric  Fever  has  been 
spread,  it  is  very  necessary  that  infected  matter  should 
not  remain  in  the  vicinity  of  habitations.  It  is  impossible, 
for  instance,  where  pailclosets  are  in  use,  always  to 
prevent  infected  matter  getting  therein,  especially 
during  an  outbreak,  when  very  mild  cases  may  escape 
attention,  and  even  after  recovery  the  excreta  may  for 


some  time  contain  disease  germs.  The  beds  and  cloth- 
ing of  Typhoid  patients  should  be  disinfected,  and  this 
can  only  be  thoroughly  done  by  means  of  a disinfecting 
stove.  There  are  still  some  wells  supplying  drinking 
water,  which,  in  this  populous  district,  are  a continued 
menace. 

Contmued  Fever. — 2 cases,  i in  each  division, 
were  notified. 

Puerperal  Fever. — There  was  i case,  attended 
by  a midwife,  in  Netherfield.  I requested  her  to  refrain 
from  attending  any  further  case  for  at  least  one  month, 
to  disinfect  her  clothing,  and  in  future  to  wear  suitable 
garments  which  could  be  frequently  washed,  and  with 
these  conditions  she  complied.  I also  sent  a special 
report  of  the  case  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  county. 

Erysipelas. — There  were  41  notifications,  23  in 
Carlton  and  18  in  Netherfield.  There  were  no  deaths. 
25,  or  more  than  half  of  the  persons  affected,  were  from 
25  to  65  years  of  age.  In  each  of  the  2 preceding  years 
there  were  29  cases,  so  that  there  has  been  a regretable 
increase  of  this  disease. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles  caused  i death  in  Carlton.  In  March, 
there  being  38  children  in  the  Netherfield  Council  Infant 
School  suffering  from  Measles,  the  same  was  closed  for 
5 weeks,  effectually  stamping  out  the  disease. 

Chicken-Pox. — A few  cases  of  this  disease  have 
been  observed  during  the  year,  and  isolation,  as  far  as 
possible,  has  been  procured. 
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Whooping  Cough  caused  2 deaths  in  Carlton;  in 
each  of  the  2 preceding  years  there  were  4 deaths. 

Diarrhosa  caused  9 deaths,  5 in  Carlton  and  4 in 
in  Netherfield  ; 6 were  of  children  under  i year  of  age, 
and  3 between  i and  5 years.  Diarrhoea  is  most 
prevalent  in  hot  weather,  when  food,  especially  milk, 
quickly  decomposes,  and  when  the  air  is  contaminated  by 
impurities  arising  from  drains  and  filth.  It  is  difficult  at 
such  times  to  keep  milk  or  meat  fit  for  food  except  for  a 
short  time.  Unclean  feeding  bottles  and  tubes  are 
common  causes  of  this  disease  amongst  infants,  and  also 
milk  from  unhealthy  cows  and  cowsheds.  It  is  therefore 
necessary  that  the  milk  should,  in  the  first  instance, 
be  clean  and  from  healthy  cows,  and  until  consumed 
preserved  from  dust,  impure  air,  infectious  germs  and 
unclean  vessels.  To  ensure  this,  a veterinary  inspection 
of  milch  cows,  thorough  cleanliness  of  the  milkers,  and 
great  care  in  the  after  treatment  of  the  milk  are  advisable. 
Taking  into  consideration  the  great  liability  of  milk 
deterioration,  especially  in  hot  weather,  it  is  almost 
needless  to  point  out  the  superiority,  in  the  majority  of 
instances,  of  feeding  a child  at  its  mother’s  breast  to  any 
other  method. 

Phthisis  and  other  Tubercular  Diseases. 

— Phthisis  caused  5 deaths,  or  *3  per  1,000  of  population. 
There  were  2 deaths  in  Carlton  and  3 in  Netherfield. 
Four  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  between  15  and  25 
years  of  age,  and  i between  25  and  65.  In  1903,  there 
were  no  less  than  12  deaths  from  this  disease,  all  in 
Carlton.  As  Phthisis  is  undoubtedly  infectious,  the 
sputum  being  the  principal  source  of  infection,  it  is  very 
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desirable  that  spitting-  by  patients  in  public  places  should 
be  avoided,  and  that  rooms  recently  occupied  by  persons 
who  have  died  from  it  should  be  thoroughly  disinfected. 
Other  Tubercular  Diseases  caused  5 deaths,  3 in  Carlton 
and  2 in  Netherfield,  exactly  the  same  number  as  in  1903. 

Influenza  was  very  prevalent  during  the  winter 
portions  of  the  year.  One  death  only  having  been 
registered  as  directly  due  to  this  disease. 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Cancer  caused  9 deaths,  6 in  Carlton  and  3 in 
Netherfield.  In  1903  there  were  four  deaths  only,  i in 
Carlton  and  3 in  Netherfield.  In  1902,  there  were  9,  and 
in  1901,  7 deaths. 

Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  and  other  Diseases 
of  the  Respiratory  Organs  caused  23  deaths,  16  in 
Carlton  and  7 in  Netherfield. 

Premature  Births  were  accountable  for  13 
deaths,  against  5 in  1903. 

Heart  Diseases. — ii  deaths  were  due  to  these  ; 
2 less  than  in  1903. 

Debility  . — This  was  the  registered  cause  of  deaths 
of  10  children  under  i year  of  age. 
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SURVEYOR'S  REPORT. 


Mr.  Haller  reports  as  follows  : — 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  164  Dwelling-houses^ 
(59  in  Carlton,  53  in  Netherfield,  and  52  on  the  Porchester, 
Carnarvon,  and  Thorneywood  Estates),  6 Alterations  to 
Houses,  4 New  Streets,  3 Stables,  i New  School, 
I Office,  2 Cart  Sheds  and  Haylofts,  i Set  of  School 
Latrines,  and  2 Engine  Sheds. 

The  New  Sidings  and  Goods  Yard  have  been  opened 
at  the  Midland  Station. 

The  draining,  kerbing,  channeling,  and  making  of 
Meadow  Road  has  been  completed,  and  opened  as  a 
public  highway  from  Netherfield  via  Colwick  to  Notting- 
ham. The  paving  of  the  footpath  is  now  proceeding, 
concrete  slabs  being  used. 

A new  Sewer  and  Surface  Water  Drain  has  been 
laid  in  Foxhill  Lane,  and  the  work  of  sewering,  draining, 
and  making-up  of  the  4 streets  on  the  Thorneywood 
Estate  is  being  proceeded  with  under  the  “ Private 
Works  Act,  1892.” 

Plans,  estimate,  and  provisional  apportionment  for 
the  sewering  of  the  whole  of  the  Porchester  and  Car- 
narvon Estates  have  been  prepared.  The  scheme 
includes  the  construction  of  1,300  yards  of  12-inch  and 
9,600  yards  of  9-inch  sewers,  and  the  work  will  be  pro- 
ceeded with  as  soon  as  the  necessary  notices  can  be 
served  and  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
obtained. 
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A short  length  of  New  Sewer  has  been  laid  in  Back 
Lane.  The  Sewer  in  Westdale  Lane  is  being  extended, 
and  a length  of  Sewer  has  been  laid  in  Station  Road, 
which  was  necessary  to  prevent  the  flooding  of  premises 
during  storms. 

Both  Storm  Water  Drains  and  Sewers  have  been 
regularly  flushed  and  disinfected. 

Three  Ventilating  Shafts  have  been  erected  in 
Meadow  Road,  Forester  Street  and  Deabill  Street. 
Seven  new  Street  Lamps  have  been  erected  where 
required.  Two  Cast  Iron  Urinals  are  being  erected. 

The  large  quantity  of  household  hardware  refuse 
deposited  in  the  Council’s  depot  has  been  removed,  and 
arrangements  made  whereby  a further  accumulation  in 
the  depot  will  be  avoided. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  purchase  a site  for  the 
erection  of  Public  Offices,  Fire  Station,  and  Public  Baths 
and  Washhouses,  adjoining  one  given  by  the  Earl  of 
Carnarvon  for  the  erection  of  a Free  Library,  the  cost  of 
which  is  being  borne  by  Mr.  Carnegie.  Plans  of  the 
proposed  buildings  are  being  prepared.

INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES^ 

REPORT. 

Mr.  Truman  reports  that,  during  the  year,  145. 
nuisances  have  been  remedied,  notices  having  been  served 
when  necessary.  The  scavenging  has  been  satisfactorily 
done,  that  for  Porchester  Estate  having  being  let  by 
contract,  and  the  remainder  done  by  the  Council’s 
own  servants.  The  Small-pox  outbreak  caused  much 
additional  work  by  way  of  disinfecting  houses  and 
attending  to  the  wants  of  the  people  who  were  isolated. 
The  body  of  the  old  person  who  died  from  Small-pox  was 
was  buried  at  6-30  a.m.  to  avoid  a crowd  of  spectators. 

COWSHEDS  AND  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

Together  with  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  I have 
visited  the  cowsheds  and  slaughter-houses,  which  are  all 
licensed  ; and  with  the  exception  of  some  easily  remedied 
defects,  which  the  occupiers  readily  undertook  to  remedy, 
they  were  satisfactory,  at  least,  as  far  as  present  require- 
ments  go. 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  AND 
BAKEHOUSES. 

These  have  also  received  attention  and,  with  few 
exceptions,  found  satisfactory.  Written  notices  were 
sent  where  limewashing  was  required,  and  complied 
with.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses.  In  i 
instance  home  work,  viz. : — laundry  work,  was  prohibited 
on  account  of  the  presence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  house. 
There  are  4 factories,  1 1 bakehouses  and  34  workshops 
on  the  register.  No  lists  of  outworkers,  to  my  know- 
ledge, have  been  received  during  the  year. 
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CONCLUSION. 

I have  examined  water  from  4 wells,  all  of  which 
were  more  or  less  polluted.  The  time  has  arrived,  in  my 
opinion,  when  power  should  be  sought  to  do  away  with 
all  wells,  at  any  rate  in  the  most  populous  parts  of  the 
district,  as  they  are  likely  at  any  time  to  be  a medium  for 
the  production  of  disease. 

One  dwelling-house  was  condemned  as  unfit  for 
habitation. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  the  usual  statistical 
tables  of  deaths,  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  and 
meteorology.
